Steeplechase at Liverpool and the Silverpark Maiden 
Steeplechase at Wolverhampton. Troytown’s first

Jhlldovle (Ilublinf. He was second to Mayor Saxhani 
in the Stewards’ Steeplechase at Lingfield and ran 
out of the course, while leading, in the Stanley 
Steeplechase at l.iverpool .the day ln-forc Pocthlyn’s 
1919 victory in the Grand National. 

In the race Mrs. Hugh E. E. Peel's liorse, 
Pnothlyn, the favorite, and Britain’s jumping 
champion, met Ills second defeat in three years, 
lie raced indifferently as a young horse, hut as 
nil cight-.vcar-old Poethlyn began his victorious 
career, and since then, 1918. he has been beaten 
lint once before yesterday, at Lingfield. under 
Jockey Club rules, and had won twelve consecutive 
races up to Friday’s Grand National. lie won the 
Gatwick Substitute in 191s, and the 1919 race with 
today’s weight, 173 pounds, up. Last February at 
Lingfield lie was handicapped for a steeplechase 
with 192 pounds, but did not start in the race. 
Poethlyn is 10 years old. by Itydul Head — Fine 
Champagne, ami his name is Welsh for whisky. His 
owner lives in Shropshire, adjacent to Wales, the 
Peel estate being named Bryn-y-Pys.

BOWIE RACING IS NOW ASSURED CORN TASSEL AND HIS RACING SENSE 



Maryland Senate Passes Emergency Measure Which Peculiarities of a Horse Which Served R. T. 
Will Become Law. j . Wilson Effectively. 



BALTIMORE. Mil.. Mareli 20. — The Maryland 
senate last night assured racing opening at Bowie 
track on April 1 by passing an amendment to the 
Bowie race track bill declaring it an emergency 
measure going into effect immediately on its pas- 
sage by fife house and its signing by tin- governor. 
The house will undoubtedly pass a similar amend- 
ment. and Governor Ritchie will sign the bill as 
soon as it reaches him. 

For a while there was grave danger that racing 
at Bowie would not start until the fall meeting, for 
the Court of Appeals recently decided there was no 
legally constituted body to grant racing dates for 
that track. A bill creating a commission passed the 
house tin* day the court handed down its decision, 
and its passage through the senate was expedited 
by tin- knowledge that the track Could not operate 
until the legislature tacked an emergency clause to 
tin- Bowie lull. 

While this question was pending the directors of 
the track, (tope fill that what occurred today would 
come to pass, ciuitiuu-rl to make arrangements, and 
yesterday it was said that some 499 horses were now 
in tin- stalls at the track and that nothing was be- 
ing left undone that would insure a good meeting.

RIDER ROBINSON FOR OGDEN STABLE 

LEXINGTON. Ky., March 26. — A. B. Lester. Mil- 
ler Henderson and Max llirscli motored over from 
Louisville yesterday and had dinner with John E. 
Madden at Hamburg Place. Henderson said the 
negotiations of Larry Waterbnry for purchase «-f 
. tin* contract of jockey Clifford Robinson are off. 
j Waterbnry being unwilling to comply with certain 
‘ conditions. Henderson made application to the state 
racing commission for riding license for Robinson. 
Max llirscli says Ou Watch and Donnaeona, his 
Kentucky Derby pair, are training most satisfac- 
torily. 



Sam Hildreth's Corn Tassel, the English bred 
gelding which carried Richard T. Wilson's silks to 
victory in the noted Suburban Handicap last year, 
is a -mart horse. He lost more races last year, 
but in them all lie showed marked intelligence. He 
couldn’s carry heavy weight, neither could he race 
at his best in the mud. But every time Thomas 
Healey sent him to the post he did his best to win. 
writes Henry V. King in the Sun and Herald. 

During a race he seemed to know exactly what to 
do to beat his opponents. He lacked great early 
speed, but lie was alert at the pest and always did 
his lies t to keep within striking distance of the 
leaders. He had plenty of courage, ton. and kept 
plugging away after bis opponents. Going down ail of 
the havkstretclies except that at Belmont Dark lie 
stepped along with his right foot forward until the 
turn. Then without losing liis stride he would 
stick liis left foot forward and spin around the 
curve without losing an instant. And he was al- 
ways looking for openings to slip through. Every 
jockey who rode him declared he needed no guid- 
ance to find clear sailing. All agreed liis eyes saw 
openings before they did anil raced for them liefore 
they realized it. He seemed to know the shortest 
route home, and while he was not essentially wlmt 
is called a rail runner he always looked for a posi 
lion next to the rail to save ground. Selecting this 
course at critical times won him many races, in- 
cluding the Suburban Handicap, which he otherwise 
undoubtedly would have lost. lie was courageous. 
Pm. and would never give up doing liis liest until lie 
had passed the judges. He now represents Hildreth 
in the big western handicaps. 



MORE CLAIMING RULE TINKERING 



NEW YORK. N. Y. Mareli 241. — That a change 
will lx- made in the claiming rule now in operation 
mi tracks under Jockey Club jurisdiction seems 
practically certain. A supplement has lieen added to 
the March Racing Calendar, in which a suggestion 
lias been made by II. K. Knapp, seconded by F. R. 
Hitchcock, to amend rule 172A. eliminating tin- 
privilege of an owner or anyone acting in his inter- 
est claiming his own horse from a selling or claim- 
ing race. An additional clause in the amendment 
stipulates that no horse shall lx- permitted to race 
in the name of its previous owner for a period of 
ten days from the date of claiming. The amend- 
ment will be adopted according to the system em- 
ployed by The Jockey Club through its issuing a 
supplement to its Calendar, as the laws of the ruling 
turf laxly provides that any change suggested In the 
rules be published at least twice in tlie Calendar 
before action '-tin be taken. 

This implies that the suggestion is an emergency 
one. which will lx- put in operation -the early part 
of April, in time for the Maryland meetings. Rule 
172A, as amended, it will read “Every horse in a 
selling race may lie claimed by anyone, except its 
owner or any one acting in his interest, for the 
entered price plus the value of the race to the win- 
ner and as much more in addition as the claimer 
wishes to bid. 

"Any liorse so claimed shall not be eligible to 
| 4 t;irt in any race in the name nr interest of its 
previous owner for a term of ten racing days after 
the date of the race from which it was claimed.”

The experiment of adding a well-endowed handi- 
cap for three year-olds exclusively to the Churchill 
Downs stake race program was given a gratifying 
response by owners east and west. This new race is 
tin l’n i tor Knott Handicap, at a mile and a quarter, 
with S3. 099 aiided. It was awarded seventy-eight 
nominations, many nf them also Kentucky Derby eli- 
gildes. One *>f its possibilities is the revelation of 
what the winner of the Derby may prove able to do. 
in th<* way of giving weight to others of liis age, 
although if that winner is also in the Frankness 
Stakes he may be hurried on to Pimlico and forego 
starting in the Proctor Knott.

General Weather Forecast: The storm will pass 

away today, but the western disturbances will 
prevent any clearing up in the middle western sec- 
tions for any considerable period, although pre- 
cipitation at this time cannot be definitely pre- 
dicted. It is probable, however, that by Sunday 
there will be a movement eastward of the western 
storms, accompanied again by general precipitation. 
The temperature changes will be inconsequential. 

Government forces at Wesel are strongly in- 
trenched north of the Lippe River, and are being 
constantly re-enforced by armed farmers and bour- 
geoisie from towns near by the frontier, the 
correspondent of the Amsterdam Telegraaf says. 
Tlie red army’s trenches are but little over a half 
mile distant from those occupied by the defenders 
of Wesel. and are manned by about 6,066 men. The 
red forces also are increasing, it is. said. Casual- 
ties in the ranks of tfc* communists up till last 
night were about sixty dead and 100 wounded. 
Southwest of the scene of the fighting near Wesel 
are Belgian forces, which have been withdrawn 
to the left bank of the Rhine from the bridgehead 
formerly occupied on the right hank. In addition 
to the Belgians. French troops, equipped with 
artillery, are arriving. Soldiers in the communist 
army receive 3o marks a day. with rations. De- 
cision not to abandon the struggle in the Ruhr 
district of Germany was reached at a meeting of 
representatives of labor councils of the Rhineland 
and Westphalia at Essen. The only condition un- 
der which the workers will consent to peace is the 
withdrawal of government forces from the Muenster 
military district, says a dispatch received here. 
Coal trains to Holland from the Ruhr district are 
operating normally, although the crews are some- 
times threatened by Spartaeists. In the event of 
trouble with the soviet adherents, this country will 
combat the movement with local detachments of 
troops. Volunteers have been mobilized on the 
frontier at Rosheerenberg. 

All moving of household goods in Chicago stopped 
yesterday when 1.5(8* mem tiers of the vail drivers’ 
helpers and chauffeurs' union, local 711. left their 
jobs and struck for a raise of $16 a week. They 
are receiving at the present time from $36 to $35 
a week. They demand, in addition, time and oue- 
lialf for all overtime after 5 o’clock at night. 
The union includes practically every moving man 
and experienced helper in tin* city. Meanwhile 422 
of their employers, members of the Van Owners' 
Association, affixed their signatures to an ironclad 
agreement not to yield to the union’s demands until 
tlmir executive committee told them to. Thousands 
of householders wlm wish to move between now and 
the first of May are asking themselves what they 
will do or can do. Profiteering landlords, also. 
\vho have raised rentals are wondering how they 
can get recalcitrant tenants out of their flats if 
there are no movers available to move their goods. 
An answer was given to these queries by Carl 
ilowe. secretary of the moving drivers’ union. “We 
ain’t telling nobody what to do except our own 
memliers. If you want to pay the union price you 
g ( .t some men and a wagon and move yourself. 
As soon as any of the bosses pay the union scale of 
$46 a week they can get all the moving men they 
need. If you own your own wagon go ahead 
and move all you want to. we ain’t trying to stop 
nobody. If aiiy of the members want to go out 
and get a wagon and go into the moving business, 
sure they can do it. 1 guess the bosses will come 
to their senses when they see the business getting 
away from them. \Ve ain’t worried.” 

Unofficial reports of the census bureau's prelimi- 
nary estimate of Chicago's 1926 census, forwarded 
to Washington for verification, showed the city's 
population yesterday to be 2.S84.S27. making it the 
fourth city in the world. This figure, which may 
be changed after a check has been made, represents 
jan increase of 32 per cent over the 1916 count, 
which was 2.185.283. and means a steady growth 
of 76.666 persons a year during that period. Only 
three cities of more than KKMHMI population reported 
thus far have been given an equal rate of growth 
by the current census. Chicago’s new figures show 
the city is creeping up on New York and lias now 
more than half the population of the largest city, 
according to the latter’s estimates. Chicago also 
has moved up to fourth place in the list of the 
world’s large cities, passing the last estimate of 

Baris’ population by 717. In stimate of the 

present census Camas, mis with American aniccc 
dents form 32.6 per cent of the city’s people, 
due other race, the negro, and thirteen other na- 
tionalities are shown to figure in the imputation to 
the extent of one per eent or more. 

The chamber of deputies at Rome discussed a 
bill proposing to transform the large, almost feudal, 
estates in Sicily into modern holdings for intensive 
culture. The report on the bill, presented by 
Deputies IVoomro and Micheli. Catholics, and 
Vacirca. socialist, described the condition of Si- 
cilian agriculture as mediaeval and harrowing. 1 he 
estates worked by the peasants, the report declared, 
were owned by millionaires who never even visited 
their lands, simply pocketing the profits and spend- 
ing them in Rome. Baris and Madrid. Energetic 
steps to cheek the strike movement throughout 
Italy have been taken by the government and 
representatives of several provinces who met and 
addressed an appeal to parliament urging that im- 
mediate steps lie taken against socialist agitators. 
Florence seems to !«c a point where the situation 
I is serious. 

The German cabinet headed by Bremier Gustav 
Bauer has resigned, according to a message re- 
ceived in Baris from Berlin yesterday. The allies 
have not as yet given or refused permission for 
German regular troops to enter the allied zone of 
occupation or the neutral zone to the east estab- 
lished bv the treaty of Versailles, according to 
semiofficial information. What lias »«‘en done 
by the allies, it is semiofficially stated, is to reach 
aii agreement as to the guarantees to lie de- 
manded from Germany in the event she desires to 
engage ill military operations in the zones in 
question. Eventual permission for her to do so will 
depend upon her previous acceptance of the con- 
ditions. According to the same source there is no 
further question of interallied intervention in the 
Ruhr district, and the impression prevails in offi-
